Mo.NTUKAL, June 21). — It is jiretty well 
understood that Messrs. Laurier, Tarte, 
Geoffrioii and Fisher -will hold port 
folios in the new iidiniiiiatriitioii, !Mr. 
(inulliier, luuiuljer-ulect lor L'Ansijinp- 
tion, resigning lii.s sent in favor of Ttirte. 
.Mr. I'^raiicois l.iingelior will be Bjicaker 
of llu! new house, and when Lieutenant 
Governor Ohapleau's time e.Kpires 
at Speiicerwood, either Sir Henry Joly 
de Lotbiiiicre or f~(!iiiitor I'elletier 
will bu tippuinU'il I .i('ntenant-( iovenior. 
It iH on tiu^ carila to iippoint Hon. Felix 
Miircliiind, leader of ti Jjiberul coniiiii.s- 
siuii at Paris, and to iii.stall Mr. Beauso- 
leil, member-elect for Berthier, as lender 
of the Liberal party at the Ancient C:t))- 
ital. Laurier's friends make no f-ec:rel of 
their intention to attempt to dislodge 
the local Conservative government, 
but most people think they have 
their hands full at Ottawa. A Canadian 
representative at Washington is likewise 
to be appointed, and Sir Richard Cart- 
wriglit is said to be booked tor that 
sooner or later. Friends of Mr. Laurier 
say tiie policy of tbo now government is 
to bo a progressive one; that the Crow's 
Nest Pass road will l)e pushed tlirough, 
and the projei;t of fast lines of steani- 
ehips at onee taken up. 

Mr. l.aurier arrived here to-day witli 
Premier Fielding, of Nova .Scotia, Tarte, 
Brodeur and others. Pie will confer at 
the Windsor with these and others re- 
garding his cabinet. A despatch from 
St. John says that Hon. L. H. Davies, 
of P. E. I., and Col. Domville, of King's, 
are on the way here, and it is 
understood they have been onered seats 
in Mr. Laurior's cabinet. 

Toronto, June 29.— The World de- 
spatch from Montreal says the leading 
Liberals of the province contemplate 
sending a delegate to Koine, with a view 
to having a decision from the Vatican 
regarding clerical interfefcneo in this 
country. It is also stated that Mr, 
Laurier is not a stranger to this move- 
ment, which will, no doubt, create a 
stir in eei-leKiaKti( al circles. 

— Oflieial figures of 
the vote in Ouinberland county, Xuva 
.Scotia, show 155 majority for Logiin over 
Hon. A. R. Dickey. At the announce- 
ment the returning ollicer read a letter 
from Mr. Dickey saying he would never 
again he a candidate in Cumberland for 
political houorB. 

Winnipeg, June 29. — Saskatchewan 
and Selkirk returns are still incomplete, 
but the Liberals claim that both seats 
will show a majority in their favor. Tlie 
deelaration for .Selkirk takes place to- 
morrow. The delay is caused by the 
non-arrival of ballot boxes from the lake 
points.

McKINLEYNOTlPIED. 

The Republican Candidate for the Presi- 
dency Formally Informed of His En- 
dorsation by the Party. 

Canton, Ohio, June 29.— The formal 
notification to Mr. McKinleyof hia nom- 
ination for the Presidency by the St. 
Louis convention was made to hiiu to- 
day by the committee appointed for that 
purpose beaded by St^nator Thurston. 
Mr. Mclvinley in leHponding to the 
speech maile by Mr. Thuiston said, in 
liart: " The ([UOBtions to be settled in 
the national contest this year are as ser- 
ious and important as any that have 
confronted the country in tlie [last ijuar- 
ter of a eentiiry. Our doiiieatic trade 
must lie won back and our idle working- 
men employed. Our home market must 
be restored to its proud rank of 
the (irst in the world and our 
foreign trade reopened for our surplus 
products. Protection and reciprooity 
should again ^command the ciinnrage- 
ment of the government, i'uiilu; con- 
lidenco must be restored and the govern- 
ment revenues be so raised as to jirotect 
the material interests of the people and 
afford an adequate income for the ex- 
penditures of the government econnni- 
ically and prudently administered. The 
national credit must imd will beujilield 
and strengthened. Tlie money of the 
United iSttites in every form miiBtbeas 
good aa the best in the world, not 
only at liouie, but counted at par in any 
and ever}' commercial centre on tlie 
globe. The contestthis year will be waged 
not upon lines of theory and specula-, 
tion, but in the light of severe practical 
tixperience and new and dearly acquired 
knowledge." 

ELECTBIG WATER POWER. 

Uontreal Capitalists Embark in Extensive 
Enterprises. . • 

New York, June 29. — The contract for 
the entire development of 20,000 horse 
power on the Eicheliea outlet of Lake 
Ohamplain, has been let to theStillwell, 

Pierced Smitfivale Co., of Dayton, Ohio, 
for $550,000, the electric machinery not 
being included. This jiower is to be 
carried to iNlontreal by wire and electric- 
ally distributed, thedistance beiiignbont 
twelve miles. This is the second electric 
water-power develooment in Montreal, 
the first being for 12,000 liorse-power at 
the Lachine Rapids, five miles above the 
city, in the St. Lawrence river, for which 
the Dayton Co. has also the contract. 
The investment in both powers will be 
about ;<3,500,000 and ie all subscribed for 
by Montreal capitalists.

SealinK Steamer Burned— Forest Fires Pro- 
ductive of Great Destruction, 

St. John, Nfld., June 29.— (Special)— 
The sealing steamer Iceland was beached 
at Harbor Grace on Saturday night to 
prevent her being burnt to the water's 
edge. She was insured for $40,000, which 
is ample to cover losses. 

Forest fires here have lavaucd Bot- 
woodville and Pilleys islaml, destroyed 
twenty homes at the former and thirty- 
five at the latter place, including the 
ourt house, iNIethodist church ami the 
Pyrites mines.

AYhen asked wliether 
this imiiliedtlie iinmodiate reBigriutiouof 
the niiniatry thereafter, the Premier 
replied by no moans, "and that until 
such time aa the period for holding the 
recounts had elapsed the government 
would certiuiily not step out.

It Has Not Yet Been Seen in Paris Owing 
to Unfavorable Weatlier. 

Ni:w VonK, June 29. — .\ siiecial to the 
Herald from Paris saya: 

" The reappearance of lirooks' coiuct 
was made the subject of an interview 
with M. Caiiiillo Flauiinarioii, the eiiiin- 
en aslrononhcal authority, at Juvisy. 
M. Flammarion said : 

" ' Tbe weather in Paris bas been un- 
favorable recently and so the comet has 
not yet been seen. As soun as tbe hea- 
vens arc bright we shall Ij« able to take 
oliservalions anil make drawings and 
photograidis. 

" ' This comet was calculated to have 
a iierio(.l of seven years and 27 days. It 
[lassed its j)eriliellon on Sept. 30, 1889, 
and should have been back again in 
October. It cannot be seen except with 
the stronger instruments. It is very far 
away but it does approach us antl tlie 
sun and it certainly will give rise to 
many important oliservalions. \ curi- 
ous tactis that this comet is acconijjanied 
by tliree companions. The four have 
been sx-en at once giving the same spec- 
tacle as hiehi's comet in 1S-1(). The lat- 
ter is supposed lo have Ijrokeii np into 
cosmic dust and aliooliiig stars. It will 
bo interesting to see if this comet has 
undergone any changes or shows any 
curious modideations."

Ten ilnys from Sun Frnnciseo to Ka- 
quiinult is ;in iinenmiuonly loiii; passiij^e 
for 11 Btram vea-'el, liut such WiiH the 
time occupied by H.M.S. Coimis on lier 
trip, wliitih was completed on Sunday 
morning, The cruiser arrived just in 
time to take jwrt in tlio general jubila- 
tion liy tlie.slii|)H ill port in consequence 
(jf ynmliiy hoiii;^ the anniversiiry of 
Coronulion ilay. 'I'liu ten days' tri|) 
from tlie OoKien (.into was tenijiestuoiis 
in the extreme, and good seamanship 
alone bmugbt the vessel to ner present 
anchorage. Immediately after leavini; 
San Francisco, to which point she al.-o 
experienced boisterons weiUlier, .she 
Btriiok 11 siroiii; giile t-onlinuinir for 
ilays, uikI for hourK the vcshcI was forced 
to iee\yurd, a speed of luirdly a knot an 
lionr IjeinK made.. The jib-boom was 
carried away and several minor mishaps 
oceuri'ed. 

As Cape I'1a!ti'ry \va>J ncared tlie sea 
\^few calnicr, and wlicn a (hiy's stcaiiiiiii,' 
from Issiniiiiiah. a wierk wassii;hled. A 
mast (if iialnral color projei'ted ten feet 
or so out of watt'r, and sujipoi tinf; it was 
tlie linll of whatwiis judged at a distiincc 
to Ije a !)()-loot scliooner. Wreckage was 
strewn around, but the only tiling dis- 
tinguisliahle was a green painted alar- 
board anchor buoy with a grass hawser 
attached. It was Saturday afternoon 
that the wreckage was passed, aud as it 
was all valueless the oflScers of the 
Comus did notliing more than talte ob- 
gervations. Tliere was notliing to 
identify. 

An accident occurred just after the 
Coinns' arrival, a marine named .M. Cal- 
liighan liaving one finger tip on liis, right 
liand cut oil'. A lioat was beintr lowered 
at tlie time, and he in some way t;ot Ilia 
hand caught in the ])ulley bloi'k. When 
the Connis >vas down .South she lost one 
of her men in the pei-son of ,rohii I-aI- 
ward Taylor, a native of Dover, i'.ng., 
who succumhed to fever the Sunday 
morning before tlie lihip's arrival at 
Libertad. 

As will be reniemViered tl;e Comus had 
not much more than arrived at this 
station from lOnghuid when sli(> 
was disjmtehed South under sealed 
orders. These proved to be that 
of assisting the United States 
warship Alert in quelling a disturbance 
in Ckuinto which hadarisenover a num- 
ber of Nicaratiuan and other rebels 
arming themselves and committing out- 
rages in the t(Jwn. I'oth lay with tlieir 
port-sides on the town ami iita momeut's 
notice could have utterly destroyed the 
place. Kach laiuled a party of men and 
took formal pos.sessioii of all public 
buildiivi'?, while the dislinhitrs, fright- 
ened at tlu! prospect of trouble, dew in 
eveiy dirccuwn, clearing off in small 
h(jai < and in every manner that opportu- 
nity afforded. Tiie two rebel chiefs tied 
in a Bchooner to San t-alvador, 
thus esciiping further troabli;. ,'<o 
easily was the disturbance inielled 
that the two cruisers had no dilliciilty 
ill securing nossession of all the u eapi ois, 
which were of the most autetiuateil lie- 
Bcrijjtion, The Comus remained in 
Coriuto fcix weeks during which, after 
the first disorder, there was no fnrtlier 
annoyance from the rebels. Eeijorts 
have, however, since been received of 
their threatened renewal. As the Koyal 
Arthur is now Iioniid .South further 
trouble might bo (|uite as easily settled 
as the first iijirising. Knglaiid lias a 
double interest in Xicuragna, for apart 
from what is owing to her subjects there 
is a big national debt lorthcomiiig. 
doi.no good work. 

" King George's boat," thenamegiven 
the Dominion steamer Quadra by the 
natives of the West Coast, is doing good 
work in protecting sealing interests, ac- 
cording to the news brought by the 
steamer ^fande yesterday afternnoii. 
The (.iuadra was stuticuied at llesciiioil 
when the Maude was there, and the 
mere fac) of her presence seemeil to have 
a beneli('ial ell'ect upon the Indians in 
closing their sealing negotiations. In 
some cases the natives hesitated to sign 
with a sealing vessel. The Mary Ellen 
is the first sealer U> .start for Belling .Sea. 
She got her (!re\v at I'ort San ,hian and 
sailed for Ounalaska several days asro. 
The Maude's trip was uneventful. She 
brought back seven or eight white pas- 
sengers and a number of luilians, several 
of whom were identified as connected 
with the reservation row with the police 
a little over a year ago. Everything ia 
now reported to be in readiness with the 
West Coast canneries for operations, as 
Boon as the salmon begin to run.

Opinions and E.xperitnces of a Retired As- 
sayer. 

(From .Mhiiii^;.) 
There are men in every line of busi 
ness who dillbr greatly upon the princi- 
ples underlying that sjjecial branch and 
the met bods under which it should be 
conducted. Some are luJiiest in their 
diU'eriuices, while others are willing to 
saerilice their real opinions to any mat- 
ter of e\'i)ediencv which promises more 
I'eady and full returns of cash to their 
coders. Tbeie are assayers who beheve 
the |)rospector should be "encouraged'' 
1)3' overstating the value of his ore and 
who habitually give smalt returns, from 
a " trace " to a few dollars per ton, upon 
ore which they know to be totally bar- 
ren, thinking by this fi aud to keei> the 
miner at work for days, or iierhaps 
moiilliH, upon a i)ropect which will 
yield nothing, spending valuable time 
and money to no |iur[iose save 
that of giving a few dollars' worth of 
work t ) the assayer. Perhaps the pros- 
pector .-ends saini)les to two dillerent 
assavers, and one returns him " no 
trace," while the othei- gives hiui a 
value of a few dollars per ton. Tlie big- 
gest return is almost invariably accepted 
as correct, and the "no trace" man is 
charged with a failure. Some assayers 
say it makes no diflerenco whether they 
return " no trace " or a dollar or two a 
ton, because in neither case is the ore of 
any value. I claim the contrary and 
assert that the accuriicy of an assay of 
ore of very low grade is much more im- 
portant than that of an ore carrying a 
liundred dollars jjer ton, for 
the reason that in the first case 
a dillerence between "no trace" 
and a dollar or two may decide the e.'c- 
liendituro of hundreds or perhaps thou- 
sands of dollars in developnieiit ; w hile 
in the latter tlieoi-t^ will be shipped any- 
way ; aud we have all learned that the 
smelters will pay for imtliinir Init the 
actual contents of the ore. 'I'lieu, too, 
these returns of value from valueless 
ore are ofti'ii the lesnli, nf accident or 
carelessness in tlie liaiuls of an assayer 
who has every intention of boinir honest. 
A particle of rich ore in the grinder left 
from the last sample, a salted crucible, 
a loaded cleaniiig-bruBh, a dirty mixing 
cloth, liu.xes containing a little precious 
metal ; these aud other matters of care- 
lessness, uncleanlinesa or di<?order about 
the laboratory are continually making the 
dillerence between reliability and worth- 
lessnesii in thereeultof assaying. Tliecen- 
ei al imblic is not competent to judge of 
the qualifications of an assayer anymore 
than those of a physician. Any man 
may buy an outfit for a hundred dollars 
and stick out his shingle "Chemist and 
Assayer," when in reality he knows no 
more about the correct application of 
the priiici|ilea underlying the trade he 
professes than the nuiii in tlu! moon. 
.Such instances are more common than 
many would believe, and sometimes 
l)eo]ile of intelligence who would at once 
realize the fcjolishness of hunting out 
the cheapest lawyci- or doctor will give 
their patronage to such an apsayer just 
because they can get his services a lit tle 
cheaper than those of a man who is com- 
petent in his profession anil who real- 
izes the importance uf taking pains. 

A good assayer is often charged with 
failure because his customer is ignorant 
of the first principles of sampling ore. 
Sometimes a piece of rock is broken in 
two, the halves sent to diflerent 
assayers, widely v.arying results are ob- 
tained, and one of the operators is 
charged with an error, when in fact both 
ant correct, and the results are chargi?- 
ahle to the fa(!t that the metal was un- 
evenly disseminated tbrouyh the sample. 
It is well lo iiMueinber that like results 
can only lie reasonably expected when 
the sample is liiiely crashed, tborougtily 
niixcul and carefully divided. The care- 
ful nniuT will tr«!al his sample in this 
way, grinding as fini^ as his circ^um- 
slances will permit, mixint; and dividing 
carefully, and in every case reserving a 
jiorliou of the sample so that a check 
assay can be made if desired. .\s the 
best men are liable to an occasional mis- 
take no conservative miner will expend 
any large amount of labor or money 
upon the result of a single assay, but 
will base liis future work upon the con- 
curring results of two or more reliable 
assayers. 

The best luaclical tost of tiie qualitlca- 
tions of an assayer is hisability to check 
with the simdters on their shipment 
piil|)s, and if you are in doubt with 
whom to trust your work go to your 
friends wdio are ore shifiperH and get 
them to t(dl you wdio they patronize. 
No iiian can be honest in thi.s business 
witlK)ut making many enemies among 
those customers who have had hisjiier 
ass.iys elsewhere Ihiir. lie enn yive them 
and who had rather believe theii .i-»sayer 
dishonest or i ncom pen t than t hat t hei r 
ore is less valuable than they hoped. 
Keiiieniber that good men as a rule can 
get a fair price for their work. I have 
in mind an assayer in Colorado who 
probably does ruore business than any 
man in the west, and who charges $2 for 
a gold and silver assay while others in 
the same town cliargi? .'iO cents, and the 
eli.'inces are that, considering the real 
value of the results turned out, the two- 
dollar man cornea the nearer to earning 
his fee, if there is any trade in which 
"cheap and nasty" work is utterly 
valueless it is in that of the assayer.

NOT A " j::: VOLUTION." 

Tlie Pofthuul Orutioiiiiin spL-aks of the 
lute Doiuiiiiou eleulion :is "The Can- 
adian Kevohition." But it was not a 
revolution or anything like it. The 
machinery of Government is in exactly 
the same condition to-day as it was on 
the (lay hefore the ireneral election. The 
people of Canada on the clay of election 
decided that some of the men who have 
the nmnanonient of their affairs 
shall be changed. In a few days 
there will be new beads to the 
different departments, and the Gov- 
: ernment will have a new leader. But 
the governmental machine will go on 
working in the old way. There may or 
there may not be a change in the jiolicy 
of the Government. We rather incline 
to the opinion that there will be very 
little change, if any. The trade policy 
of the late Government, or rather of the 
,,BuccesBion of Conservative Kovern- 
•ments, was so well suited to the circum- 
stances of the country and so successful 
iu its working that we venture to think 
that tiie new men will lie in no hurry to 
make any material change in it. In the 
matter of the Manitoba schools, Mr. 
Laarier before the election was pledged 
to pursue a policy precisely similar to 
that inaugurated by the late (iovern- 
ment, and he has since the election, we 
see, renewed that pledge. 

Our I'ortland contemporary seems to 
be under a misapprehension as to what 
that policy really was. It was not, as it 
seems to thiok, to force separate schools 
on Manitoba. The question at issue 
was: Shall Manitoba be required to 
carry out in good faith the terms on 
which it entered the Confederation? 
The (jiie.-ition is simply aijuestion of good 
faith. Tiiere was at tirstsome dill'erence 
of opinion as to the interpretation of the 
federal compact. But as the contro- 
ver.sy went on that almost wholly disap- 
jieared. Leading Conservatives and 
leading Liberals intoriireted tliecomjiacl 
in the same way. .Mr. Laarier tliciight 
that the Manitoba Government could be 
induced to come to an ,amicable settle- 
ment. But the leader of that Govei n- 
ment declared if the settlement meant 
the restoration of separate schools, his 
Government would never settle. Mr. 
Lauvier is jjleilged to restore lo the ■Man- 
itoba minority the schools of which they 
have been deprived by the Legislature of 
the Province. 



metic or physical science. From such 
material, in the country districts, are 
the school commissioners selected. 
When the Ontario Government recently 
ordered an invealigation into certain 
Ottawa schools oflicered by the Christian 
Brothers it was found that all they knew 
was French and the catcchi.«m. Of the 
general curriculum of the public schools 
of the province there was no trace. 

What all true i)atriots should note is 
this, that, putting the illiteracy of the 
Quebec educational system aside, its 
perpetuation creates two hostile camps 
in the country, in which the heirs to a 
common citizenship grow up as enemies, 
having nothing in common, (inding no 
place of meeting all through life, regard- 
ing one another as strangers and bound 
by the distinctive genius of the two sys- 
tems to cherish ideals which must ever 
( be iu diametrical opposition. 

On piige 489 of the flame paper is an 
article headed " Misjudged," of which 
the following is a passage: 

Hereafter the Quebec peasant is en- 
titled to be much more liighly thought 
of than heretofore. As an example, it 
ill becomes the jieople of "\'ictoria to .say 
any longer that tlio habitant has a poor 
sense of jiublie morality and lacks 
education; he has, at least, enough 
knowledge aud moral sense to repudiate 
at the polls the debasement of his 
country by a desperate man and his fol- 
lowers. 

Which of the two accounts of the 
educational condition of the French 
Canadian people are the readers of the 
weekly to believe? Why is it wrong in 

the jH'oplo of Victoria to say that they 
lack ednc;ition when it tells them that 
tlie child of tlie habitant when he leaves 
the elementary school knows liis c:ile- 
chisni and the names of the saints, and 
that he lias no knowledge of 
history or geography or arith- 
(iietic or physical science? Does 
its editor wish the people of Victoria to 
conclude that it is utterly unworthy of 
credit when it contradicts on one 
page what it asserts without qualilica- 
tion on another? Those who believe 
that the Province is ever in earnest 
must be bewildered to lind that it has 
formed two such very ditl'erent estimates 
of the moral condition and the intellec- 
tual status of the l''rench habitant. The 
only conclusion they i^an come to is that 
the Province forms its judgment of 
people according to the way in which 
they vote. If they come to this conclu- 
sion the mystery of the two contradic 
tory articles will be easily solved. The 
letter signed "Scribe" was written in 
Quebec before the day of election, and 
tlie editorial headed "Misjudged" was 
written in Victoria after it was known 
that the French Canadians had placed 
:Mr. Laurier in power. 



A LIGHTNING ORANGE. 

The weekly Grit organ in this city is 
not by any means remarkable for its 

consistency, but its issue of the 27th 
contains the most remarkalile exami)le 
of journalistic aj/ility tliat was ever ex- 
hibited by a Ciuiailian iierioilical. On 
page -145 of that issue is the subjoined 
passage in a letter evidently written by 
an extreme and an uncompromisiugMc- 
Carthyite. The letter is signed " Scribe." 
"Scribe" is no ordinary corres- 
pondent, • for whose opinions 
the paper cannot be held responsible. 
His letter is as much an utterance of the 
paper as is its leading article. He writes 
with stinging severity of the French 
Canadians as a people. This ia what bo 
says about their system of education and 
the results it produces. 

I have spoken of the seminaries and 
colleges. It is to be remembered that 
only a small projiortion of the nines of 
the people can send their children to 
either. The poor man's child never gets 
beyond the elesnentary school, which is 
otlicered by men and women almost 
wholly illiterate themselves, hut who 
have been;' recominendod for their de- 
votional spirit. When the child leaves 
the' elementary school he knows his 
catechisni, the names of the saints and 
understands' how to greet the bishop 
when the latter comes to the village upon 
his pastoral rcunds. But he has not 
learned hiatoryor geography, or uritli- 



IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

The Times in its article on " An Im 
perial Zollverein," makes it plain that 

intelligent people in Great Britain are 
losing their faith in the infallibilitj' of 
free trade. Thinking men in the Mother 
Country are beginning to entertain a 
distrust as to the universal ajiplicability 
of free trade. There are comlitiona and 
circumstances, they are now ready to 
admit, in which a policy of protection 
may be allowable and for the general 
good : 

" We hear no longer," says the Times 
" tliat the notion of any Customs I'nion 
between the ^lotlier Country and 
her colonies and dependencies is 
preposterous. In fact, the iirinciple 
is admitted to he justified on 
grounds of expediency, if only a reason- 
able mid practicable method of supply- 
ing it can be discovered. It is tolerably 
plain that up to the present the discov- 
ery has not been made either by the 
Colonial Office or by the representatives 
of the colonies. Expressions of good 
will on both sides are notwanting. Mr. 
Chamberlain's language is of the most 
cordial character,- though he is right in 
saying that any proposal in the direc- 
tion of coiiitnercial union must come 
from the colonists themselves. It is not 
a policy which, even if it were unani- 
mously adopteil at liotne, we could t hink 
of imposing ujion the colonists without 
their consent. We can only go as far as 
to say tlKLt, if any fair and workable pro- 
[losai is made on behalf of the 
colonies, it will, as Mr. Chajiiberlain 
says, not be met with a blank refusal 
' by the peojile of this country.' . . . 
There is an increasing willingness in the 
Mother Country to make any conces- 
sions that are not positively aud de- 
monstrably mischievous in order to 
strengthen the colonial connection." 

This is not the language of a bigotted 
free-trader who regards the system of 
free trade as little, if anything, short of 
divine. Both the Times and Mr. Cham- 
berlain are sincere and consistent free- 
traders, but it is evident, if they con- 
sidered the Empire would be strength- 
ened by a departure from the principles 
of free trade, that they would not 
hesitate to take a step or two, 
perliajis more, in the direction 
desired iiy the colonies. We fin<l that 
we arc not alone in an-iviii}; at this con 
elusion from the utterances of Mr. Cham 
berlain aud other leading men in Great 
Britain as well as the Times newspaper. 
Tlie New York Times, after commenting 
on the roluctance exhibited by J^ritisli 
statesmen and British men of business 
to depart from the strict principles of 
free trade, to which they have become so 
deeply attached, goes on to say : 

It remains true, nevertheless, that a 
change is not only possible but probable 
in the relations of the colonies and the 
United Kingdom, and that it will be in 
the direction of a closer union and more 
substantial duties aiul rights on either 
side. It is in the recognition of this 
tendency that the strength of Mr. Chaiu- 
berlain's general jiosition consists. 
Great Britain has practically no foreign 
policy that is not alij.ped by her posses- 
sions in every part of the globe. These 
possessions bnvesteadily grown, notonly 
iu extent, but in the proportion oi JCnglish 
population, in wealth, in commerce, and 
in actual or potential military and naval 
iiower. It is an-eaeoiaablSinfereD6e'.'|,^ttt 
those Englisni^ people 'idr<nfbolth th6 for- 



eign policy of Great Britain is now sub- 
stantially made mil gradually desire and 
obtain a voice in shaping that policy. 
The Britisii Parliament is, for the most 
[lart, trying to do what British subjects 
outside of the United Kingdom need or 
wish, and the most serious danger of 
conllict with any Luropeiin power lies in 
the effect of these ellbrts. It is obvious 
that soon or late the needs and wishes of 
Greater Britain cannot be interpreted 
solely by the British I'arlianiont. Tlio 
men who need and wish will have di- 
rectly to be consulted. It is this fact: 
that makes Imperial Federation, which 
as yet is, jierhaiis, hardly more than a 
dream of Mr. Chamberlain's, a real fac- 
tor in the public life of England and 
gives to the Colonial Secretary a prestige 
(luite out of projiortion to the success of 
specilic plans. 

TIIE PJilNCIPAL ISSUE. 

What is to be the great issue at the 
approaching presidential election ? Some 
say that the currency question will be the 
leading one. They say it is far and away 
the most important, and will therefore 
take the tirst place. This does uot a])- 
pear to be Mr. McKinley's opinion. In 
a short speech which he made a few 
days ago, in answer to a congratulatory 
address, he is rejiorted to have said ; 

And, my friends, theee principles are 
to be tried before you again. Wnat will 
your deciRion be in November? What 
are these principles? A ))rotectivetorifl 
that takes care of every American inter- 
est and serves the highest good to Ameri- 
can labor; a princiiilc tnat insists that 
uur work .slioiihl be done at home, and 
not abroad; a reciprocity lliat while 
seekiiig out tin- world's work forour peo- 
[ile and markets for uur prculucts will 
never yield up a single ilay's work that 
belongs to tlie American workingiiian ; 
and then a sound ilollar, as sound as the 
govt-rnmoiit and as uiilariiislied as its 
llaL' ; a dollar I hat is giiocl, not only at 
home but good wherever trade goes; a 
dollar that is as good in the hands of the 
farmer and the workingman as in the 
hands of the manufacturer or capitalist. 
These, great principles, einbliii'.oned, as 
they will be, upon the banners of the 
Republican party, will bring triunijih in 
November, and I firmly believe will 
carry messages of liappineas to every 
American home and every American 
fireside." 

Mr. McKinley, as the reader sees, 
gives procetlenco to the trade question. 
This, some will think, is only natural as 
his name has for many years been close- 
ly connected with jjrotection of the most 
uncompromising kind. But men in Mr. 
McKinley's position are not apt to give 
undue prominence to their personal pre- 
ferences. They speak not so much for 
themselves as for the party they rejirescnt 
— and the Kepiiblicaii party has for a 
long time consistently advocated a 
policy of high protection. Late elections 
have shown that in this the Republicans 
have been backed up by the great ma- 
jority of the American people. The 
money question has not as yet been 
made an issue in a Presidential contest. 
It is likely, therefore, that the Leade.rs 
of the Republican party have come to 
the conclusion that Protection is their 
strongest card, and it is, therefore, their 
policy to keep it well in view.

The ore is prehotite 
nnd chaleopyrite, iron moiio-suli)hi<le 
iuid eojiper deaulphido in a quartzuse 
matryx, with a mixture now and then 
of caleite. In just what chemical con- 
dition the gold exists ia a (|uestion 
among chemists. It is invisible before? 
roasting, uiul visible after roasting and 
panning the prepared ore. ijeiiig a noii- 
deiuilphide, the ore is easily desulphur- 
ized bv washing preparatory lo smelt- 
ing. Much of the ore contains a large 
excess of iron, makinu it a very desir- 
able ore for snieltinp;. 

" The deepest shaft in Eosaland is 500 
feet. The veins are so strong nnd con- 

; thiupus along the surface that mining 
engineers are •willing to make prepar- 
ations at once to work the mines on ii 

'■ Bystetnatic plan, by puttingdown double- 

■. compartment working shafts, with hoist- 

■riug machinery, even before prospect 
' •work has been done. There are several 
such plants now being inatrilled. There 
is also much preparation being made for 
diamond core drilling on the veins. I 
am ill Seattle for the purpose (A having 
constructed a special boiler for moun- 
tain use. 

" Tlje Columbia it Western railway 
has lately been constructed from the 
Heinze ameltiM- at Trail, on the Colum- 
bia river, to Rossland, westerly seven 
miles. D. C. Oorliin'a Ked Mountain 
railway from North port, on the Nelson 
c<c Fort Shepparil railway, to Roaalaiul, a 
distance of aixteen miles, is under con- 
struction. I saw, only a few days ago, 
200 men witii axes on their shoulders, 
marching to tlie scene of action, to clear 
the timter from the rijjht-of-way. 

"The Oanadian Pacific has surveyed a 
line I from Robson, on the Columbia 
river, some thirty miles to Trail, and the 
Columbia it Western will build from 
Trail to Say ward, on the Xelsou A l<'ort 
Sheplierd, with three rails, a distance of 
six mi lea, which will jconnect the Cana- 
dian I'acilic system with the American 
system of railways. 

"The Canadian Pacific Company con- 
templates shortening their road by 
building through the Crow'.s Neat puss, 
where exist exchisivecoal fields, through 
Rossland and on westerly, joining tli(dr 
present route to the Coast, saving a long 
bend to the west. 

" Steamboats are active on the Col- 
umbia river, but they cannot take care 
of the traffic. 

"Tije secret to the future success of 
Rossland is that the ore is there. The 
Heinze smelter, of 300 tons capacity, is 
only able to make a small hole in the 
output at present, and more sinelttMs 
must be built. The ore generally is too 
low grade to ailmit of lont; transporta- 
tion, and should be locally treated. 

" Everything oll'ered for sale at Rosa- 
land is not a good thing. Intendim; 
purchasers nuist seek out reliable dealers 
or they are liable to make nnstakes. 

" I may add that the ores of Rossland 
are of great specific gravity, being from 
4.5 to 5, whicn requires only from 6.5 to 
7 cubic feet of ore in place to malce a 
ton." 



BIMETAMilSM. t - 

Opinions of Prominent People in England as 
to Developments in the 
United States. 

London, June 20. — Day by day the in- 
terest of the J'lnglish bimetulliat in the 
approacliint; Democratic convention in- 
creases, owing to the stress laid by New 
^'oi-k and other correspdndeuts on Mr. 
Whitney's bimetallic views. 

Mr. Balfour, whoso bimetallic inclin- 
ations are well known, when interview- 
ed, said: " Interestinjr as the Hittiatioii 
appears to me, I feel T must decline to 
express any views. I conceive it the 
worst possible taste to oiler even an a])- 
pearance of interference in .-Vmerican 
politii:a, esjiecially at this time." 

It may, however, with safety he as- 
serted that Mr. Balfour agrees with the 
views on the monetary situation held by 
the most prominent Knglisli bi-nietal- 
lists, iianielv, tlit! victory of the ailver- 
ites in the United States would retard 
instead of advance the cause of interna- 
tional bi-metalliam. 

Sir Henry lioweth, vice-president of 
the bl-metallic league, a prominent 
member of parliament and a writer of 
aeknowledyed eminence on flecnl sub 
jects, sidd wdiesi Interviewed: "I 
liidieve the cause of bi-inetallisni 
will succeed. When we con 
viiice tlie leading Ijankora of the 
country of the snundness of our views 
it will prevent them trying' to crush the 
) uiDVeuicnt. !l tin.' 1' n ited States fa voi-;- 
la.-cheme of lii-nielallism, without tlit 
L'enera! agrceiiient of the other powers, 
the result will be more serious to .Ameri- 
can linaiice than wnuld have been the 
success of till! gi ei'iiliack, niovenieiit. If 
a neuiocialic nlatforni inidudes a free 
iMlver plank they may win at the poll 
lint a tinuncial crisis aiicli as vve have 
never seen will be the result. Interna 
tional bi-niutaliism is one thing, but free 
silver is quite anoLiier. 

" I notice many foolish statements are 
made as to the closing of the Indian 
niints. The British Bovernment closed 
tliem to save India from absolute col 
lapse. Indian railroads nnd public 
works built by our capital have been 
paid for, plus int(!rest, while the dejjre- 
ciatiotiof silver before the mints were 
closed amounted to a regular stampedi!. 
There were two sides to the hi-metallism 
theory. I iiave iievergone beyond wish- 
ing to see chaime steadied. American 
bi-iiiefallista advocate inijioasilili? rates. 
International bi-nietallisni, which 1 ad- 
vocate would secure a steaily excbauire 
at a lixed ratio of 1(1.0 to 1. It would 
meet wit h t be delm-iiiineil opposition of 
the majority of nianltind, The ratio 
may yet get back to the jmsilion of a 
quarter of a century ago, but I doubt

Althouffh tlioro are not many people 
who are willin;.,' to spend even so much 
a.s ^-'i."), (1(10 on a jiiano, there has, never- 
theless, lie, 11 a wonderful change in the 
way Aiiiericaiis buy })iaiios. Siietaal 
cases — that is, cases designed to order 
and Willi refer(>nro to the room in 
which a iiiaiio is to stand — rare tho rule 
now and not the exce])ti()ii ainont; ]ico- 
]i!e of W' :-;tl!. Tliere is scarcely a house 
bi'lonfjin;: to Xew York's Four Hundred 
which <kH K not contain ii ijiano in a spi'- 
cially desifriicd ciise. So great has bo- 
como the demand for the.so olahorato and 
artistic cases that tho best New York 
manufactim rs employ desif^iiers trained 
in Europe in order to do tho work licre 
which formerly had to bo .sent abnxid. 

Quite naturally tho rago for empire 
furnisbin^^s bronght about an e])ideni!c 
of pianos in that stjde, but they are 
varied by Cliippendales and colonials 
and wliite enameled ones. Tho ware- 
rooms contain many iiianos which, al- 
though not designed to ordor, aro yet 
destined to fit into particnlar sorromid* 
lags. 

JMusiciaus, it appears, do not Kpend 
their money on elaboratu ca.se.s. They 
BOlcct a good toned instrument, and the 
plain rosewood or mohagany case is 
good enough for them. Thocti'-!ym<iple 
has (luitr lost its jiopularity, by the 
way. If one wants a light wood, he can 
bo accommodated in a white mahogany. 
There is nothing, howcsvor, for the aver- 
age buyer to compare with tho old fash-

EARTHS BMGJCAS;" 

A New and InterestinE Departure in the 
Canadian Field of Literature. 

" Enrlli"9 Knlt'iiinB," ii volume of Short stories 
by clmrles U. U. llDbertSi 11.25, Boston and 

New Vork, Lniiiii.soii, Wolfl'cJt Co., IsSC. 

It is faHhioiialile in tho literary arena 
now to compare any Buccessful writer of 
short stories hiiviiig a distinctively local 
coloring and a dasli of the weirti anil un- 
canny in them, with Kudyard Kipling. 
Whether the latter has succeeded in 
founding a new school or not would be 
ditliciilt to say, on account of tlie multi- 
plicity and variety of v.-ork of a similar 
character that has been turned out of 
buer years. His success, however, has 
no doulit Btininlated many ambitious 
writers to I'ollow in bis footsteps, and the 
demand for gooil, well-written and inter- 
estini; short tales has done _ much in 
obtaining recognition of their eflbrts. 
The field of novel v,-ritiiig has so ex- 
p.iiidud o( recent years, and the market 
nas licen so t;hitted with productions of 
the stereotyped form that success de- 
mands unusual literary powers ami great 
ingenuity to ke(n> alneast. Nothwitb- 
standing the many writers ol fiction who 
have sprung into notoriety within the 
past few vears— writers of merit and 
startling originality — the blanks are 
many and the prizes comparatively few, 
and the columns of tho reviewers teem 
with noticres of new tales that seem to 
be immediately consigned to oblivion 
thereafter. Headers are tiring of the 
long novel, witli pages of descriptive 
matter, labrynthical exeiirsioas into 
abstruse speculation, erudite analyi^es 
of charater and so on. The old tliree- 
voluuio variety is out of date and the 
more modern psvchfilogical novel is 
following after. Brevity and action arc 
becoining more and more essentials of 
thedav. l'"ortliis re.isoii the iirofessioii.il 
jouriKilist wlio bast lie faculty of reaching 
the vitals oi a narrai.ive with swift, tliMit 
stroke.", is coining to the liont. His 
dailv I'xperieiice in desci ibiiig cm rent 
hap'pciiiiigs concisely, clearly uiid 
graphicallv, is reiiiodclliiig the ta.'^tcs of 
tlie reader and fitting him to siiiiply the 
demand iie is creating, hence inc |)o|i- 
ularity and success of the short slor\' 
writer. In addition to style and cut of 
a novel the reader wants a story, soiiic- 
thing with life and human interest in it. 
If it has a local flavor in which is recog- 
nized some of the familiar essences of 
our own experience, so much tho belter. 
If willial it be presented in a mechanical 
form, pleasing to an eye educated in 
book-cult, the siu'cosa is complete. In 
tlicsu rcHiiects tiie author and publisher 
have joined hands, and the latter is do- 
ing niiich to promote tlie inttirests of 
the former, who is stimulated to write 
worthv of the paper-maker, the printer, 
the hook-binder aiul the designer, all of 
whom are doing their best to make nioie 
attractive the fanciful creations of the 
author. 

" Earth's Enigmas " is the work of a 
well known Canadian litteratenr, more 
noted lieretofore, however, as a poet 
than a prose writer. By profession he 
occupied a chair in a university, Init 
erstwhile a journalist be learned to 
gauge the literary pulse aa be could in 
no other way. He launched on the 
troubled sea of prose fiction with a good 
deal of discernment. His subjects are 
all Canadian, and centre about that 
fruitful source of romance and historical 
sentiment, the region of Grand Pre, the 
fortunes of its exiles, made 
sublime by Longfellow. His in- 
cidents are homely and local, 
and pertain to the seashore ami the 
backwoods. In his story-telling there is 
the warmth ol the lioet, and the de- 
scriptive passages, in which tlie tales 
abound, are simply rhythmical prose. 
Histories, which by the way number a 
dozen in all and are a collection of ma- 
gazine contrilmtions, are academics of 
rural life, suflicieiitly varied to avoid 
monotony. The ilialogne is dialectally 
true to life. The author evidently writes 
with a familiar local understanding, pro- 
bably picturing tho scenes of his boy- 
hood, but invests Ida characters with an 
interest that will engross the most cos- 
mopolitan reader. 

There is a purile tendency amongst 
Canadian papers to extol s writer be- 
cause he may be Canadian, much as an 
amateur performer .it a concert is treat- 
ed, as being in the iriterestsof "Canadian 
literature," bnt Mr. Roberts is for- 
tunately above the neiressity of the 
"coddling" jiroccsa. His " lairth's 
iMiignias," not to speak of his acknowl- 
edged pla'ce in tho literary arena as a 
poet and scholar, easily ranks him with 
the best writers of his idas^i in .\nierica. 
It is at the same time gratifying to Can- 
adians to know that the era of a " Can- 
adian literature," longed for by so many, 
is beginning to dawn, and that the pre- 
sent remarkable revival of letters in the 
English speaking world has extended its 
influence to our own country, and is pro- 
ducing a coterie of writers, of whom 
Roberts is one and the foremost, who ai e 
proud to be known as Canadians, and by 
whom Canadians are as justly proud to 
be represented. 

Kcferriiig to the mechanical appear- 
ance of -Mr, Koberts' new book, U is a 
gem of artistic excellence and a credit to 
the publishers. Bibliophiles will wel- 
come it to their libraries. In every n;- 
speet " Earth's Enigmas " deserves a 
wide sale.

Geo. Duncan, medical health oflicer, had 
on election day issued an order permit- 
ting a guard of the isolation hospital and 
a suspect then detained there to come 
into town and vote, and so mix with the 
])eople. The alderman asked tor an in- 
vestigation. 

The Mayor remarked that information 
liad come to liim on the suljject on Sa- 
turday, lie had had some inquiry made 
and considered it a very serious qtiea- 
tion. He could not see, however, how 
he could jiossibly call a meeting until 
after the 1st of July. 

Ai.i). Mac.millan pressed for an earlier 
meeting. 

His Woitsnip replied that other im- 
portant matters made it impossible to 
call the meeting sooner. 

Ai.D. HU.UPIIREV wanted Dr. Duncan 
suspended in the meantime anyway. 

The Mayor said he would take into 
consideration what the aldermen had 
said on the subject. He believed what 
he had done so far was in the interests 
i)f the city. There were circumstances 
he could not mention in jiulilU:, but the 
council might be assured the matter 
would not lie allowed to rest. 

Messrs. Mcl'hillips, Wootton A liar- 
nard again wrole in regard 1o the James 
Hay liriilgc stalini; that they had ob- 
tained a rejioi't friini Mr. liell, C.K., 
upon the bridge, ami he recommended 
certain reiniirs wliich the company re- 
(liieated the city to have carried out. 

The following letter was also read :

company paying to the city a vearly sum 
espial to i') per cent, on the $2,000 to be paid 
by the company. If the city desire it the 
e.)inpaiiy will not object to the portion of 
the bridl'e to he useil by the railway being 
practically a distinct structure.

The Mayor explained that the laat 
letter read waa in consequence of a talk 
with Mr. Barnard and others of the 
tramway officials that day. 

i\.LU. Paiituidge, in the discussion 
that followed, spoke strongly against 
building a wooden bridge. He did not 
believe in putting up a death trap. His 
advice was to have a joint meeting of the 
l)ublic, the tramway piHipIo and the city 
council for the purpose of taking steps 
towards having a ]iroper structure 
erected. 

Ai.n. Macmii.i.an would favor holding 
a meeting as proposed, but would jirefer 
to allow the letter to lie on the table to 
enable the council to consult with the 
com pany. 

A I.I). Hu.Mi'iiiiET seconded tliis and 
pronounced himself as against having 
the city and tramway use the same 
bri<lge. 

.\!.i). Mauciia.nt wanted the matter re- 
ferred to tbe 'Mayor ard streets commit- 
tee to confer with the tramway com- 
pany. 

Finally after considerable talk Aid. 
Macinillan's niction was carried. 

Ai,i). Wii.so.s in answer to a (]uestion 
stated that he exjiected that the jiilc 
driver would be at work thia (Tuesday) 
morning on the bridge already deciiled 
upon by the council. 

A complaint waa read from John 
Parker and a number of other business 
firms in regard to the delay in giving the 
city communicatioii with Victoria West. 
The City Engineer will be asked to 
hurry on the work on the bridge. 

In this connection Aid. Cameron in- 
([uired why the oU'er of Mr. Dunsmuir to 
allow the city the temporary use of the 
railway bridge had not been 
acted on. The exjienso of 
jilanking the roadway would be 
very small in comparison with what tbe 
business community were losing by the 
present inconvenience, He wondered, 
inileed, that iieoide had been so long 
suH'ering and liad not called an indigna- 
tion meeting long ago. 

Tbe Jubilee hosjiital Ijoard wrote 
asking the council to turn over its grant 
to tbe hospital, as the institution was 
very greatly in need of fluids and was 
threatened with legal i)roceeding8 by 
creditors wdiose bills were long due. 

Ald. .Mauciia.nt remarked that he had 
been in favor at the finance committee 
meeting that day to advance the hospital 
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$2,500 to enable them to meet their most 
pressing bills. As the special commit- 
tee was to meet to-day (Tuesday), how- 
ever, it waa thought better to await the 
result of their meeting. 

Ai.D. HuMPiiiiEY did not see the uae of 
putting oir the payment of the grant any 
longer. He wanted to see it made at 
once. 

The MAyq{i did not see the use of re- 
ferririg'the'matter tO'tbe^.co.mmittee, for 
they had nothing todO; with the grant. 

Ald. MliojuiiLAN, referring to the 
apeclftl' coininittee, said he hoped that 
something would be.done to bring about 
a. better understanding between the 
medical profession and the hoapital. 

.AxD. Gloveu pressed for action to as- 
sist the hospital immediately. 

The matter was, after further discus- 
sion, referred to the special committee. 

The building inspector reported that 
No. 19 Cioveriiment street was in a dan- 
gerous condition and should be removed, 
'ihc usual steps will be taken. 

The sanitary inspector reported that 
by the end of the week all the closets 
eicplying into the drain conaplained of 
on Cadlioro Pay road would be discon- 
tinued. 

Mr. T. C. Sorby drew the attention of 
the council to a plan he had for deepen- 
ing the inner harbor and reclaiming its 
marginal lands. His plan was to close 
the harbor temporarily with dams, 
pump out the water and excavate to the 
dei)th of 30 feet, enclosing it with a sea 
wall of the rocks excavated. The re- 
claimed land would give a wharf front- 
age of 3,660 yards. Ho suggested that 
the work be' undertaken by a harbor 
hoard under Dominion and Provimaal 
acta of parliament. He ostiiuates the 
cost of construction at .$2,500,000, and 
that it could be completed in 18 months. 
The period of actual closing of the har- 
bor would be of short tluration, jiro- 
bably si.'c or eight months. It was pro- 
posed that l.iine bay with an area of -I'.j 
acres, should lie retained as a wet dock, 
to be approached by a canal GO feet wide 
w ith a double locked entrance. It could 
be deepened, the sides straightened and 
liuilt as doi:k walls. 

On motion of Aid. Macmillan, second- 
ed by Aid. Williams, it was decided that 
the letter be referred to a special com- 
mittee consisting of Aid. Partridge, 
Tiarks and the City Engineer to report. 

Street Superintendent Wilson com- 
plained that although ho was suijposed 
to have charge of the 'bridgiip the City 
ICngine^jr had taken James Bay bridge 
out of his hands and had a separate 
ga.ig of men at work on it. 

Ald.'^Ijlover moved that tbe letter be 
referred to the streets committee to re- 
port. 

Tin; JIayor said that clearly Mr. Wil- 
son waa under the city engineer's de- 
partment, and (lid not see wliy the letter 
had come before the council at all. 

The letter was referred to the city en- 
gineer to report. 

Supt. Wilson sent in a list of recom- 
mendations, among them: That all the 
sidewalks in the principal streets which 
were past repair should be renewed ; 
that as the streets of the city have been 
allowed to go beyond repair some definite 
system be adopted and carried out ; that 
themoneyavailahlebe spent in rebuilding 
the principal streets, taking in aide 
streets as means are available, Init that 
no street be allowed to go out of repair 
whence once built ; that proper fittinga 
be put on the water mains for flushing 
surface sewers, and also that his fore- 
man's salary be raised as it was below 
what men holding less responsible posi- 
tions were receiving. 

The communication was referred to 
the streets committee to report. 

A aoinewhat heated discussion arose 
over the Fire Wardens' report, recom- 
mending that Chief Deaay's action in 
susi-.ending M. J. Coulin and fireman 
McDowell be approved, and that 
the suspension be for 16 ■ days from 
the date of such suspension. A recom- 
mendation was also put in that mem- 
bers of the fire department when ill 
should send in a notice in writing to 
Chief Deasy. 

Ai.i). jMac.mii. LAN said Mr. Conlin had 
been sick and had missed two lires, and 
afterwards had missed another tire, and 
that the chief took unfair advantage of 
him to suspend him. He was of the 
opinion that Chief Deasy knew Conlin 
was sick. 

Ahu. Wii.so.N accused Aid. Macmillan 
of wasting no opportunity to put the 
chief in a wrong light. Tbe Mayor him- 
self had been presentat the meeting and 
knew that the fire wardens had behaveS 
in a most atraigiitforward way. 

A 1,1). Paktuiucic, as one of the fire 
wardens, also stood up for the action of 
that committee. 

Ai.i). M.vc.Mii.i.AN thereupon accused 
.Aid. Partridge of promising t!) reinstate 
one of the firemen in return for his vote 
at election time. 

This -Aid. Partridge strongly denied. 

Ai.i). Wii.i.iA.Ms moved that the report 
be adopted, not that ho ilid not sympa- 
thize with Mr. Conlin if be had' biien 
sick, but the rules must be observed. 

Ai.i). Mauciiant moved that the part 
of the report referred to the Busjiension 
of .Mr. Conlin be not adopted. 

The amemlment was lost, Aid. Mac- 
millan, Humphrey and Marchant only 
voting for it, and the moting to adojH 
.the report waa carried. 

Tbe fire wardens' recommendation to 
sell 300 feet of old fire hose, the manual 
engine and a four wheel hose reel was 
next put and approved with the er- 
ccption of selling the hose. 

The electric light committee recom- 
mended that Spratt it Cray's tender of 
^850 be accepted for jnittiiig a sub-base 
to tlio engines. This was adopted. 

On recommendation of tbe library 
committee .fTo was set aside for the pre- 
paration of a catalogue and $150 for the 
purchase of new books. 

Ai,i). Mac.mili.an'h motion for a apecial 
committee of investigation into the con- 
duct of the lire department in connec- 
tion with the fire at Leighton road on 
June 22. was put. 

Ald. Wilsok remarked that if the fire 
wardens were not considered competent 
to make an investigation the sooner 
someone else was appointed the better. 

Ald. Macmillan would not trust Aid. 
^Vilaon and Aid. Partridge to make a fair 
investigation. 

Tun Mayor deprecated the use of per- 
sonalities, and remarked that be had ap- 
pointed the lire wardens at the begin- 
ning of the year and he had seen no rea- 
son to change his Ofiinion as to their 
caiiacity to manage the alFaira of their 
deiiartment. If he hud lie would have 
changed them. Ho had attended tbe 
meetings of the fire wardens and cer- 
tainly had never seen any partiality 
shown. 

The motion waa changed to make the 
whole council the committee of investi- 
gation, and this was carried.

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SUKZ CANAL COMPANY. 

Its Offtclal Returns an Eminently Satisfac- 
tory Document. 

• The Glasgow Herald says: "In con- 
nection with the annual meeting of the 
Suez Canal Company to be held in Paris 
to-morrow, the British Foreign Office 
has issued the usual comiiarative returns 
of tbe canal trallic. It is an eminently 
satisfactory document, showing that the 
popularity of thia short cut to the East 
goes on iiicreasing. During its opening 
year (18(10) only ten vessels, with a net 
tonnage of 0,57(1, passed through the 
canal, bringing in 54, KiO francs of transit 
receips. Last year the vessels had in- 
creased to 3,4H4, the tonnage to 8,44S,,S83, 
and the transit receipts to 78,103,717 
francs. As indicating the size of the 
vesaela using the canal now and 
then it may be mentioned that 
while the mean net tonnage per 
vessel was 667 in 1869, it waa 2,460 in 
1895. The traffic has naturally under- 
gone some ups and downs since the 
waterwav came into existence twenty- 
seven years ago, but on the whole it baa 
been marked by great i)rosiierity. More 
particularly is this the case- in recent 
times. For examiile, the net tonnage 
for 181)5 exhibits an increase of 408,li08 
tons as compared with that of 1894, and 
of 788,315 tons as compared with that of 
1893. In the same way the' amount of 
dues has risen by 4,326,890 francs as 
compared with 1894, and by nearly 
8,000,000 francs as compared with 1893. 
The number of vessels flying tlio British 
flag continues to form the great majority 
of those passing ^ through the 
canal. Out of the 'totals of 3,341 
in 1893, 3,362 in 1894, and 3,434 
in 1895, the British vessela were respect- 
ively 2,405, 2,386 and 2,818. Though 
the nuinlier of British ships has thus 
graduallv fallen, this is entirely due to 
their larger aize, the actual tonnage hav- 
imr risen from 5,752,934 in 1893 to 5.- 
99(5,795 in 1894 ami 5,902,587 in 1895. 
On tbe other band, the percentage of 
British vessels and their tonnage has 
somewhat declined in 1895, beinu' 07.5 
and 71,8 resiiectively as against 71,2 and 
74.0 in 1894, Both France and Italy sent 
more tonnage through the canal last 
year, a circumstance that may bo traced 
to the passage of transports in connec- 
tion with the expeditions to Madagascar 



and Abyssinia. When we come to con- 
sider the question of iiiercliant liners 
alone, the comparison is all in favor of 
the British — fully 79 per cent, 
of the number and 83 per 
cent. of the tonnage having 
belonged to this country. Germany 
possessed only 7.1 per cent, of the mer- 
cantile marine tonnage, while France, 
Holland, Norway and Sweden combined 
furnished 7.5 per cent, of the tonnage. 
As to pasaengers, the development in 
this respect has been on an enormous 
scale. During tlie opening year only 
some 2(1,000 passengers were carried 
through the canal, and 1880 had been 
reached before the number increased to 
100,000., Last year the total was 210,936. 
Of these 118,635 were trooj)s — much 
greater, for the reason already referred 
to, than the usual average. The civilian 
passengers came to 24,878, and pilgrims, 
emigrants and convicts to 23,423. Ves- 
sels continue to navigate the canal by 
night aa well as by day. Not- 
withstanding this, however, the mean 
duration of the passage has been materi- 
ally decreased, a fact which indicates 
that the duties of the transit department 
are carried out with energy and cfflcien-' 
cv. It is gratifying to add that the di- 
rectors are enabled, while proposingji 
dividend of 74J^ francs— or with interest 
of 92}. < francs net — to assign 3 per cent, 
to tho'reserve fund, and to increase the 
annual allotment for renovation. The- 
only other subject likely to occupy the 
attention of the meeting has refer- 
ence to the coat of the new works 
fertile jiresent vear. As, however, the 
balance from the last issue of obligations 
is sutlicient to meet any c ch- outlays, 
the matter need not give rise to much 
discussion." 
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
